union. This is the first agreement 
that has been signed in this field in 
the history of the business. It is 
the result of very friendly negotia- 
tions between employers and union 
representatives. 

The agreement at present covers 
all of the major tire stores and 
approximately 85 men. Within the 
next 10 days the union hopes to 
consummate with the east bay tire 
and retreaders’ association, an 
agreement that will cover approxi- 
mately 40 shops and 100 more 
workers. 


Join Teamsters’ Union 


In order to strengthen the union 
and to complete the organization 
of the service station industry, the 
filling station employees’ union has 
voted to affiliate with the interna- 
tional brotherhood of teamsters, 
chauffeurs, stablemen and helpers 
and at the present time there is an 
active crew of organizers working 
on the service station situation at 
the direction of the international 
brotherhood of, teamsters. 

A very successful campaign is 
being conducted and within a very 
short time all parties concerned 
have hopes of completing a work- 
ing agreement covering all service 
stores in the bay area. 

Attempts are being made by the 
CIO to organize this field but the 
members of the union are 100 per 
cent American Federation of Labor 
and intends to stay with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor long 
as it exists.

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Construction of Battleships by U. S. 
Navy Yards 


The decision of President Roosevelt to have two new 
battleships for the Navy built in government navy yards 
will recieve the approval not only of honest seekers for 
economy in the administration of the government, but 
also of those who believe in government manufacture of 
battleships and munitions as a method of taking the profits 
out of war and preparation for war and thus lessening the 
influences which urge the resort to war as a method of 
settling differences between nations. 

The Bethlehem Shipbuilding corporation offered to 
build the two battleships for $59,900,000 apiece. The 
New York Shipbuilding corporation made a bid of $56,- 
000,000 for each ship. The Philadelphia and Brooklyn 
navy yards submitted bids of $36,560,300 and $37,265,- 
843, respectively, for one ship. 

When President Roosevelt was informed that the 
navy yards would build the ships for practically twenty 
million dollars apiece | 
private concerns he did not hesitate in awarding the con- 
tract to have one dreadnaught constructed in each of the 
two federal yards. 

The saving of forty millions dollars through govern- 
ment construction of these two posers gives added 
importance to the position of the A 
Labor for the elimination of private profit in the produc- 
tion of war munition. After considering a number of 
resolutions on this subject, the 1936 A. F. of L. conven- 
tion adopted the following report submitted by the resolu- 
tions committee: 

“The American Federation of Labor has time 
and again declared its emphatic protest against war 
as a method of adjusting disputes between nations. 
Many previous conventions have declared that pri- 
vate profit in the production of war munitions, had in 
themselves, on more than one occasion, led to crush- 
ing burdens of taxation being placed upon the people. 
Previous conventions have declared against the ele- 
ment of private profit in the production of war muni- 
tions. Attention has been called to the propaganda 
of those manufacturing munitions of war, and use of 
newspapers to inflame a people and their govern- 
ment. 

“The Americen Federation of Labor has declared 
its conviction that our country, in the world as it is 
today, must maintain an adequate national defense, 
for in a world in which democracies are being de- 
stroyed and dictatorships supplanting them, no nation 
can feel itself safeguarded from the dangers of attack 
unless prepared to resist. 

“Your committee is of the opinion that legisla- 
tion eliminating private profit from the manufacture 
of munitions for national defense should be enacted, 
but that careful study should be made before such 
legislative measures are drafted, for today war muni- 
tions seemingly include almost the entire field of pro- 
duction, for while battleships and their ordinance are 
required on the one hand, so are textiles and medical 
supplies and an infinite number of other products.” 

The convention referred the resolution to the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of Labor with the 
instructions to have a thorough study made of the entire 
question of the elimination of private profit in the manu- 
facture of munitions before preparing necessary legisla- 
tion for the abolition of this evil.

President Roosevelt this week | 
broadened his housing program to | 
include relief for renters who are 
being bled white by merciless 
landlords.

some startling facts concerning the 


rented houses, constituting more 
than half of the working popula- | 
tion. 


Landlords Gouging 

Asserting that there is an acute 
housing shortage and that con- 
struction lags far behind need, the | 
president declared that 
in some cities are taking advantage’! 
of the situation to profiteer. 

Many families, the president 
said, are compelled to pay 50 per 
cent of their total income to the 
landlord. This, he hastened to ex- 
plain, means that these families 
are compelled to deprive them- 
selves of food and other ae 
ties.

Under the government's plan, all | 
employable married men now reg- | 
istered and in receipt of relief wile 
be able to accept farm work with- 
out having to account for the! 
money they earn as long as they 
retain it for the use of themselves | 
and their families and spend it on 
the welfare of their families. 

While the men themselves will | 
be struck from the relief rolls 
during their employment on the 
farms, their families will still be | 
maintained on relief. No man's ab- 
sence from his municipality will 
affect his municipal residence. 

In addition the government will 


pay for the transportation of the 
men from their present abodes to 
their farm locations.

Machinists Break 
Into Film Industry 


Leading Movie Concerns Sign 
Closed Shop Agreement; 
Other Gains Reported 


The international association of 
machinists broke into Hollywood 
in a big way last week when Gen- 
eral Vice-President C. F. Grow 
negotiated a union shop agreement 
with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, Para- 
mount, Twentieth Century, Uni- 
versal, Warner brothers and many 
other famous studios. 

The agreement provides a mini- 
mum hourly rate of $1.41 for pre- 
cision machinists, with a minimum 
of $16.64 a day and $98.92 a week 
when on “distant locations.”

Many Important Concessions 

The contracts grant a wage in- 
crease of 5 per cent for all em- 
ployes, with a highly important 
condition calling for equalization 
of classifications within six months. 
This means additional increases 
for many of the employes, Presi- 
dent Tracy said. 

These and other benefits won for 
the workers, the electricians’ lead- 
er insisted,

All employes are to get vacations 
with pay—those with nine months’ 
service two weeks and others one 
week, 

The 40-hour week is established 
and time and one-half is to be 
paid for all overtime.

Three and One-Half for One 

Since utilities are compelled to 
maintain operation 24 hours of 
every day in the year, the holiday 
pay provision means that thou- 
sands of employes will be paid for 
holiday service three and one-half 
days’ time.

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Distribution of Income 


There are still certain economists and journalists at- 


tached to the retinues of our economic royalists who con- | 


tinue to prate about the benefits which the owners and 
operators of industry hand out to the millions of working 
|men and women who do most of the useful work in in-| 


dustry. 

Recent statistics on the distribution of income made 
public by the U. S. department of commerce are sufh- 
ciently pointed to shoot this theory of the equitable 
remuneration of wealth producers compared with the 
gains grabbed by stockholders so full of holes that it is 
little more than a sieve. The statistics show that by the 
use of their ownership of America’s productive machin- 
ery, which carries with it the ownership of all the wealth 
produced by the workers, our industrial dictators appro- 
priate for themselves a larger and larger portion of the 
earnings of industry and keep the workers’ pertion, 
expressed in wages, at low levels. 

According to the department figures, the owners of 
our industrial machinery during 1936 pocketed 4,573 
million dollars in dividends, an increage of 50 per cent 
‘over the dividends appropriated in 1935. 

But when it comes to the remuneration of the men 
and women without whose mental skill and physical 
strensth the wheels of industry would not turn an 
dividends would fall to zero, the department's figures 
show that during this same year, 1936, the industrial mag- 
nates who passed out in dividends to stockholders an 
increase of 50 per cent over the 1935 record, held the total 
income of the workers down to an increase of only 14 
per cent over 1935. 

‘That is to say, in the division of the earnin 
try our industrial overlords gave stockholders, who per- 
form very useful work in the actual production of 
commodities and other forms of wealth, an increase of 50 
per cent in dividends, but vave the workers, who do 
practically all of the useful work, a paltry increase of only 
14 per cent in wages. 

One of the major functions of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is to organize working men and women 
in constructive trade unions and use this power to nego- 
tiate agreemenis with those who own and operate industry
